The doctor at first did not 
understand it, but, after carefully consider- 
ing the symtoms ha said: "There is a living 
animal in that man's stomach, and I will 
ako it out."

He had diagnosed the animal to be located 


n tho rigbt or extremity of the stomach. 
An inalsion was made across the epiffrasti- 
um. Tho stomach being contracted was 
overlapped by tho liver. Accordingly the 
attcr first presented itself. Anticipating 
trouble in securing tbo animal, the operator 
designed to provide for free manipulation. 
Tbo liver was drawn up and carefully 
stitched to tho under surface of the ab- 
dominal wall. 
Then the stomach was 


drawn up and tho edge of the incision was 
neatly stitched to tho under surface of the 
abdominal walL 


After a few days, to allow the stomach to 


form a connection in its now locality, he 
opened Iho organ. Then a most remarkable 
s;|rht was presented. A snake fully twelve 
inches long lay coiled up in tho suspected 
locality. Having observed light through 
the stomach wall it-was ready for action. 
As soon as the opening of the stomach was 
mado it sprang at the hand of the operator. 
Missing its aim it changed its tMtics. An 
attempt was made to escape by dashing 
through the pvloric oriilce, but in this it 
was foiled, for the gallant operator-seized it 
by tho tail and drew it back. 
Having 


eluded the grip of the forceps, an attempt 
was made to escape into the oesophagus. 
Its passage there was not interrupted, 
finally it merged through the mouth and 
the patient was thus relieved of his torment. 
The youn"-man remained weak for alonf? 
lime be* finally he completely recovered.
